they  must  be  many  of  thoui  placed  in  uniiealciy  locaiili.-s.  A'uw 
in  such  a  sta'.e  as  we  advocate,  fill  ihi*  advaiil.  ge  ot  siiuaiiuu, 
prospect,  health,  air,  veniilatitn.  dryness  and  loeali.v  would  be 
carefullv  observed  and  attended  to,  and  they  would  make  choice 
of  the  most  desirable  spot  to  locate   upoa. 

These  considerations  alone,  would  be  enough  to  make 
man  leave  the  present  isolated  state,  and  follow  the  plan 
of  associated  industry,  if  for  nolhinfj  but  for  its  economy, 
and  was  man  only   inQuenccd  hv  ©r' iif,  auJ  leave  out  of  the 


C|Uestion  the  peace  and  plenty,  tlie  comfort  and  enjoyment  which 
in  such  an  Associalion  he  would  have,  he,  by  so  doing  would 
d)  well.  Tiiis  is  not  chimerical,  ihis  has  been  tried,  and  has 
succeeded.  Now  my  friends,  let  me  convince  you  of  this  be- 
fore wc  qo  farther.  The  economy  of  Associations,  over  the 
isolated  slate,  has  been  known  and  practised  for  centuries  in 
many  pans  of  Eiirope,  and  since  this  lias  become  a  free  land, 
even  hero.  Lji  us  coifiiie  curaelves  to  what  has  been  done  in 
our  midst,  among  ourselves,  that  is  a  nialier  of  notoriety,  and 
whi-h  any  of  \  ou  who  duus  net  know  or  duubt  the  fact,  can 
easily  salis^fv  yourselves  of  its  truth. 

Li't  us  take  a  few  of  the  (liiliereiiL  communiiies  that  have  as- 
Bociatc'd  thcms'jlves  in  this  ccuntry.  and  see  Vv'hat  has  made 
liicm  rich  and  comlortablr,  and  a-  far  as  satisfaction  of  lh« 
mere  animal  w.inis  are  concerned,  are  happy.  They  are  better 
fe,',  housed  iii.d  clwihed  than  lh'3  same  cias.s  of  agricultural 
laborer?,  cr  mechanics,  and  have  more  woridiy  wealth,  more 
eadL"  and  cum!'^i(,  than  you  or  any  otlitr  of  like  class,  living  as 
yoj  do  \,ow. 

The  fir<i  cln.s>  liiai  1  v,'i!lcall  your  atienticn  to,  is  the  Shakers, 
as  they  are  called.  They  commenced  i:i  this  country  a  short 
lime  I  cr.)re  tiie  v;ar  of  the  Revolution  and  durini^  that  period, 
be.ii.:  peace  pecpl(',  ihcy  suU'red  much  from  both  contending 
parlies.  They  weic  poor,  they  are  now  rich.  I  will  not  trouble 
ycu  ahcnl  the  pecr.liar  tenets  of  Mieir  beliLf,  nor  of  their  cas- 
tjjijs,  it  was  not  that,  v/hich  made  them  what  they  are  ,it  was  not 
their  dancing;  it  was  their  economy.  If  in  their  common  prop- 
erty system  they  have  beconie  alliiei.t;  a  system  that  has  every 
tliin  r  rejiuUive  about  it,  and  us  has  been  said,  is  the  grave  of 
individual  enterprise,  and  a  system  managed  by  the  craftiest 
amoni^  iheip.  Ujv:  ih-jch  more  on^ht  we  to  become  so,  when 
it  is  every  ma:rs  ptcuniiry  interest,  as  well  as  the  inierest  of  his 
ivi!e  and  family  thai  v.'ould  ^pur  us  to  individual  enterprise,  and 
be  m:i"!ai;ed  by  the  people  thenjiclvts,  and  where  they  would  be 
j)::id  accordir.:^  to  i!»eir  work. 

Anjih'jr  sc:ie;y  of  peculiar  reliii'ous  tenets  whose  econc- 
niits  have  mad-j  iheiii  rich,  is  a  C*  buy  of  Gsrman  Emigrants, 
A'lio  ariived  in  ihis  country,  under  the  direction  of  Count  Fred- 
erick llapp,  and  est,.b!i>hcd  ihemselves  on  ihe  Ohio  Iliver 
eijihleei!  Uiiles  below  Pitisburgh  Pa.  in  the  year  1S03,  ihey  pur- 
chased a  small  ir  ict  of  land  and  commenced  its  culture,  iheir 
lunds  weie  exhausted  before  iheir  first  crcp  was  harvested,  and 
Chey  would  have  starved,  had  not  a  generous  individual  in  Pitts- 
burgh advanced  them  provisions  on  credit.  If  the  wealth  of  this 
community,  now  consisting  of  500  individuals  was  equally 
divided,  it  would,  it  is  atTirmed  by  a  writer,  residing  in  Pitts- 
burgh, give  to  each  individual,  man,  woman  and  child  nearly 
thirtv  tLousand  doJlars.

The  Zoarites,  another  society,  e;tablisb  d  by  the  Rer.  Mr. 
Baulmer  near  Clevelan  I  O.  in  the  year  182t,  tLcir  whole  wealth 
was  S600.  They  purchased  ilieir  lands  on  creuii,  and  before  they 
raised  a  crop,  they  were  almost  starved,  their  situation  became 
known  to  the  Quakers  of  Pliiladflphia,  who  made  a  subscrip- 
tion of  ^2000  to  purchase  them  provisions;  tliey  number  now 
a  little  more  than  400  and  are  esiiinaicd  to  be  worth  seven 
millions  of  dollars. 

Now  here  arj  three  socieiics  of  individuals  living:  toirether 
with  peculiar  ideas,  sum  •  of  ihini  repugnant,  and  many  hideou?, 
yet,  as  I  said  before  of  their  reliizious  op:ni  )n^,  we  imve  nothiniT 
to  dc,  their  names  wi^e  (  n!y  n){":tio!ied,  ihat  the  question  of 
the  econcmy  of  Association  unijhi  be  }  roveii  by  '.he  result  of  their 
experience  and  cx.impi-'. 

We  have  spoko.i  iifthe  ccDnoMii-^-s  of  AN-.ociaiion,  and  dwell 
longj-r  upon  tl)?:ii  tlinn  lli"  sluice  allo'ted  fjr  this  article  oughi 
to  permit,  i'ut  we  live  in  an  agj  vvhvn  liie  nil  ahsorbin:^  de<ir.? 
is  wealtli.  and  it  i>  njc'ssary  lo  s\\^j\v  inn\  w'lai  ili-.'v  can  makj 
by  this  new  thinii,  t )  enli-t-iheir  atienii  hj.  Sow,  we  only  want 
men  to  add  sentiments  of  justict*  and  humaiiAy  to  il.is  desire  for 
making  money,  and  iht  y  iii  Associari.)ii  may  become  weal'.hy 
and  be  ble-^t  with  jieact ,  and  liavo  ilit.-  Cwns'>l;»ii»)n  to  know  when 
their  time  draws  near,  thai  tliey  iiave  lu  depart  fiom  this  world, 
that  their  lif  •  has  not  been  «penl  in  vain.  How  much  belter 
and  happier  woull  ii  m;ke  the  w.rlJ  ifptoi'ie  wert  to  associate, 
encourage  and  apply  their  labor  and  energit  s  in  a  jiKJicious  man- 
ner, prodU'^ing  wealih  in  abundance,  and  escaping  want  and 
anxiety,  i. stead  of  striving  to  \v:e-t  fruUi  e.<ch  oliier  by  fraud, 
over  reaching  and  other  unjust  means,  the  lil'le  that  is  produced 
under  the  present  f.ihe  and  repugn  iut  system  of  labor,  where 
nin-ty  nine  out  of  a  hundred  live  atnidst  cares  and  perplexikies 
and  die  in  poverty  and  desti;uiion. 

To  destroy  t:.e  irksumness  o!  l.^bor,  it  will  be  made  so  attrac- 
tive that  men  woiuen  and  children  will  de-ire  lo  work.  ]\ow 
we  say  that  TjO  wo;nen  will  do  ilie  woik  that  oUO  a  e  now  em- 
loyed  in.  that  (he  27(J  wlio  wiii  be  thrown  out  (  1"  employment 
in  doing  household  drudgcry,can  find  son.eiliing  eUe  to  do.  How 
many  useful  ai:d  prciitable  employments  can  he  lound  for  them 
that  will  be  pleasing  and  attractive,  and  lor  men  cannot  the 
same  thing  be  done  ?  Look  around  yourselves,  and  you  will 
fmd  that  not  one  third  of  the  population  is  engaged  in  produ- 
cing, the  other  iw^o  thirds  produce  no  hing,  and  the  labor  of  a 
great  part  of  the  first  (and  useful  third)  is  often  rendered  of  little 
avail,  fur  ii*e  want  of  nood  implement?,  workshops  an  I  manu- 
factories and  a  scientili':  system  of  agriculture.  All  must  live 
out  of  the  products  of  the  labour  of  this  third  n()iwiihstanding,and 
besides  the  expenses  of  government,  the  profits  of  commerce, 
finance   and   law,  mu^t  rely  upoa  that  alone.     Now  the  remedy 


for  that  is  only  to  associ.iie  men  together,  give  them  a  commoli 
interest,  and  eslablislj  attractive  industry,  and  tliese  noa-proda- 
cers  will  then  add  by  their  labor  to  the  weal'h  of  society.  In- 
stead of  makini?  lab>i  irkso/ne  and  deeming  it  dishonorable  as 
it  is  now  and  giving  all  olhces  (<f  honour  and  trust  to  those  who 
■void  and  despise  those  w^io  follow  it,  reverse  that  ;  make  it 
aitraciive  ;in:l  honorable,  and  mike  these  only  tle:Tif)le  to  office 
and  trust,  who  pursu-'  it,  and  huw  soon  you  would  clia;ige  the 
Bcen».  The  system  of  Kourier  aavj.'aies  this,  and  wi.I  carry 
out  this  principle  as  one  on  whicii  Association  is  based,  and  oi 
which  its  friends  most  slicnouslv  rely  for  proJucinj  this  great 
social  reform. 

In  Association  all  will  be  masters  of  their  time  a'ld  persons, 
no. vat  the  disposal  of  those  v,  ho  hire  them  Tliey  will  luy  down 
just  and  ecjaitable  Invv's,  f u-  t'ie  reizuiaii  'U  of  their  injnstrial  af- 
fairs and  interests,  enjoy  the  ]>ruclucis  of  their  labour.  C/hoose 
Buch  (jccupalions  and  pursuits  as  ruit  iliein,  -«i!l  their  proJucts  to 
the  grenteit  advanliige,  not  !)eii;g  tibliijed  to  di-j)ose  of  tliem  at  a 
f;iven  time,  and  at  a  >acrdi  :r,  }urcha>e  their  g(jo.!s  at  wliolesale. 
and  at  lirst  cost,  ^t-itle  all  mijun'.lerstandi.igs  bv  arLi;ralion  of 
Iriend--,  instead  ofresoriing  to  the  trickei-y  and  injustice  of  the 
law,  give  to  thtir  chiltlren  a  suj.erior  and  lliorough  education 
and  achieve  finally  their  real  indejiendance  and  social  elevation. 

How  unlike  this  sysuiu  is,  vul  o:;iy  to  the  present  state,  but  to 
the  many  associated  ci^mniu  liiii  s  that  have  sprung  from  the 
evilrs  of  our  present  isolated  ^y^teIn.  We  la\e  from  tiiem  all 
t'leir  gojd.  viz:  th  ^r  econuinie  ,  aid  leave  the  bad  with  them, 
namely  fiioir  coinin.)n  sioek  sys'.em,  to;u)  lives  well  it  is 
true,  wliile  with  them,  but  ail  h.t'  has  is  but  hi-  food  and  cloth- 
in:^,  and  if  he  wishes  to  b-are  ihem  at  anv  time,  he  is  as  poor 
as  when  he  join  d  them,  no  mitier  how  useful  or  how  industri- 
ous he  may  have  been.  Xol  so  with  Fourieism,  eacl\  has  in*- 
dividual  rijjiits,  and  accordinj  to  his  individual  enterprise  and 
industry,  so  is  he  [)aid,  and  when  he  wishes  to  leave,  no  matter 
at  what  li'iie.  his  accjuiU  is  settled,  and  he  tikes  the  equivalent 
for  the  ])rolucts  of  hi.s  labour,  no  mitier  ho'.v  mucli  or  how 
little  it  mav  be, and  he  can  i;o  wliere  he  wishes.  There  can  be  lo 
overreachiii'j:.  because  at  tli'>  en!  of  every  year,  the  whole  busi- 
ness is  se'iled  uj)  and  i}.\ch  knows  cxacllv  how  lie  s'ands,  every 
day  or  week  if  necessary.  No  matter  how  many  d liferent  things 
lie  tnay  have  been  er.)|doyetl  at,  nor  how  many  diiierent  groups 
he  may  have  worked  wih,  lie  can  ascertain  how  much  he  has 
earned,  and  iiow  much  his  bh\re  of  the  total  product  may  be, 
when  the  expenses  and  cost  of  the  raw  rnaierial  is  deducted. 
To  underi^tind  this,  read  ait.';.tively  the  next  pa2:es  that  treat  of 
the  classifiealton  of  Libor  and  the  division  of  Profi.s.

Si'CTioN  1.  The  name  adopted  by  the  Association,  and  which 
shall  be  used  in  its  dealings,  shall  be  the  Ontario  Phalanx. 

Sec.  2.  Its  buiiness  shall  be  the  prosecuiion  of  Agriculture, 
Manufactures,  the  Arts  and  Sciences,  Education  and  Domes- 
tic Industry  ;  according  to  the  Associative  System,  discovered 
by  Charles^Fourier.

Dollars,  divided  into  Sliares  of  Fifty  Dollars  each,  trans- 
ferable, at  the  pleasure  of  the  holder;  and  operation  shall  be 
comnncnced  whrnan  amoum  of  stock  is  subscribed,  and  paid 
in,  which,  in  the  judgment  of  tie  President  and  Directors,  f^hall 
warrant  a  ccmmeiicemeiit.
